The review concluded cheerfully 
with the statement that “the R.A.F.

| litely answered that they surely 
|would have noticed if anything had 


| dropped in the street. They were very 


| sorry. they couldn’t help.

| letter out of France to Canada, and

back in the few minutes before the
